At a time, when Europe was enveloped in the obfem ity

tranfgreffing the laws. Now, I do not know of any whick 
prohibits a perfon from going through the air, nor from 
walking topfy turvy,--every one of us is allowed to do the 
fame with impunity, Wherefore’I do not fee any legal 
caufe of complaint againft the accufed, who is at liberty te 
go home whenever the pleafes.”” This fpeech appealed her 
enraged accufers, and the old womam went her way, with- 
out being any lenger molefted, What a philefophical lefizx 
fer Eurepe, in thefe umes, 
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N the late gale, much miifchief was done, the particu- 

lars of which are not received, except, that a fhip and 
brig in this port, parted their cables, and were driven out 
to fea, and that there are fix or eight veflels on fhore be- 
low ainong which is the Britifh October Packet in 55 days 
from Falmouth, with accounts not fo late as before re- 
ecived. The Ratified treaty, certainly came exprefs 
in the Portland. 

The Britifh mail, by the Packet, was received at the 
pott-ofice about four o’clock on Thurfday, but the veffel 
remained on fhore. 

LONDON, November 7. 

On the authority of an evening paper of yeflerday, we 
prefent the following articles, refpecting the operations of 
the war between the French and Auitrians, faid to have 
been taken from German papers, brought over by a private 
veflel from Hamburg---for the regular mails are ftill due ; 

Marpurgh, on the Lahn, O&. 16. 

Since the defeat of the French army of the Sambre 
and Meufe, on the Mayn, they recroffed the Lahn, and 
took an advantageous difpolition to fecure their artillery, 
ammunition, and provifions; but General Clairfayt fent 
97,000 horfe over the mountains and forefis, who, by 
forced marches, arrived in the rear of the French army, 
onthe 25th init. in the-middle of the night. 
inthe morning, Gen. Clairfayt made a general attack on 
that army in front, while the Hungarian cavalry fell om 
them inthe rear by furprife, and made a dreadfnl havock 
with their fabres, whtich obliged them to fly in’ confufion ; 
a great part threw their arms awey. 

‘“ This morning the returns were made of the lofs. 


The Auftrians have loft 1100 killed and goo wounded.’ 


The French, g700 killed, an immenfe number wounded, 
and 7300 taken prifoners. The Auftrians are flill on the 
purfuir. Seventy-three heavy cannon are taken, and all 
the provifions and ammunition.” 

Deutz, on the Rhine, O€. #1. 

We have had here, fince the 17th, dreadful fights. 
The French army has taken flight from the Lahn, and 
their foldiers run in every direétion; thofe who could get 
boats from Oberhakeritein down to this place, croffed the 
Rhine towards Bon and Cologne, and wmmenfe numbers 
of wounded were brought here and fent -over the Rhine 
to Cologne. 

The 19th at two o’clock in the afternoon, the Auftrian 
army arrived in purfuit of the French and cut off the 
yermnam on ihcis paflage over the Rhine, of about 21,000 
men, who made a ftand and formed a fquare. At fix 
e’clock on the morning of the 2oth, the attack of Gere- 
ral Clairfayt commenced, the little French army fought 
defperately with the greateft bravery till ten o’clock, when 
they were obliged to furrander to the infimte fuperiority 
of the Auftrians, who killed 7ooo_and took prifonérs 
12,000, of whom gooo are wounded---forty pieces of 
heavy artillery, all the camp equipage of immenfe valne 
drawn from Holland, ammunition and magazines are left. 

Cologne, O&. oF. 

Laft night General Clairfayt received intelligence that 
the French had taken poft aad encamped on the other fide 
of the river Rohr, beyond Juliers, the fame poffion 
which General Miranda took three years ago, under Gene- 
ral Dumourier. This morning the Auftrians marched out 
of this city, joined by 8000 citizens, who are put in dif- 
ferent battalions to fill up the loffes. It is fuppofed they 
ae gone in purfuit of the Freuch. 

O€tober 28. 

This moment the bells are ringing here, as the news is 
ttrived, that the French were attacleed, on the 26th ink on 
the Rohr, by the Auftrians, and after two hours difputing 
the ground, have made a precipitate retreat to Aix-la-’ 


ChapeHe, 


O€ober 30. 

* The lofs of the French, in the battie of the 26th 
int. was 1970 killed, 1680 wounded, and 700 taken 
Prifoners, with 28 pieces of cannon; the Avaftrians have 
purfued them, and entered the 28th in the evening, Aix- 
le-Chapelie, which is evacuated by the French, who are 
fil retreating. 

“ Very extraordinary accounts arrived at Aix-la-Cha-
